Dear Ledger:— 


From present indications 
the oil- 


fields of Alaska equal any in the 
world, both inqqality and quantity. 
Evidences 
of petroleum 
had lontj 


been noticed 
along the coast from 


Yakutat to Iliamna, over 400 miles, 
but the first actual development 
was 


done last U\\, four miles from Catella. 
A 10 inch well was drivon through 
drift,sandstone, and shale 365 feet, 
when oil was struck 
which spouted 


more than 30 feet in the air. As it 
was late in the season 
the well was 


capped 
and 
work 
suspended. 
I 


visited itMay 9th. 'It is four miles 
fromthe shore, and about eight feet 
of snow remained on the ground. 
A 


short distance 
below 
the well is a 


lake of petroleum several rods inex- 
tent, fed by a rillthat oozes up out- 
side the casing, and has wasted many 
thousands 
of barrels 
during 
the 


winter. People help themselves 
to 


all they pleaie for kindling fires and 
samples 
to take away. 
Analysis 


shows this oil to be gasoline, illumi- 
nating and lubricating oils, except 
less than 10 per cent coke and waste, 
the base being paraffine. 
This sea- 


son several more wells willbe bored. 
People and machinery 
are arriving 


by every boat. 
The coast 
will be 


charted 
this 
summer, 
'and it is 


thought a good harbor willbe found 
at Martin's Island, four miles west 
of Catella. 
Of course it will take 


some time for wharves, 
tanks, 
pipe 


lines, etc., to be built. 
The 
whole 


country has been staked, some of it 
twoor three times by the outrageous 
power of attorney

which

to have been devised 
for the 


benefit of the lawyers.

The Sacramento 
Associa- 


tionis not to be blamed 
for this. 


They are advertising 
the claims of 


the counties which have contributed 
money 
for that 
purpose. 
They 


could not be expected to spend their 
means 
in extolling other 
sections. 


Let the other sections take care of 
themselves, and form an advertising 
bureau of their own, is the position 
they take. 


We merely call attention to these 


things so that 
the remedy may be 


sought out and applied. 
We have 


made littleheadway, for the simple 
reason that we have 
done nothing 


to that end. 
Other sections 
have 


forged ahead in population and ma- 
terial wealth, because 
they 
have 


made an effort to do so. 
The tide of 


immigration 
to California, of 
the 


home-seeking 
class, within the last 


few years, 
has 
been 
unparalleled 


since the early days of gold excite- 
ment. 
They have settled by thous- 


ands and tens of thousands in places 
far less 
attractive 
than Amador. 


Amador county has a reputation for 
gold production. 
The prevailing 


idea 
on 
the outside 
regarding 
a 


mineral region, is that it must nec- 
essarily be uninviting to the average 
home-seeker. . As a general rule, 
that idea isnot without some founda- 
tion of truth. Itdoes not apply to 
Amador county, nor indeed to any 
of the foothillcounties of this state. 
Nevertheless, that notion is the pop- 
ular one, and we have suffered 
from 
this, perhaps 
to a far greater ex- 


tent than might have been the case 
ifpersistent and well-directed efforts 
had been made to correct it. 


What can be done to advance 
the 


interests of Amador, is the question 
that is agitating the people in dif- 
ferent parts of the county. 
That 


we have a region favored 
to a re- 


markable degree by nature is con- 
ceded 
not only by our permanent 


population, 
but also by transient 


visitors. 
Surprise is expressed that 


a county so richly endowed is not 
developed to a far greater 
degree. 


And the question is asked, 
Why is 


it? Have we been apthetic in the 
matter, 
while other sections 
have 


offered 
inducements 
to the home- 


builder, and have as a result left us 
far behind in the race of progress? 
Have we depended 
too much upon 


our 
gold mines? 
The auriferous 


quartz belts are unique sources 
of 


wealth not to be duplicated 
else- 


where. 
Possessing 
these, and know- 


ing that such deposits 
will attract 


capital toexploit them according to 
their extent and reputed richness, 
have we not, ina self satisfied 
way, 


depended upon these natural 
reser- 


voirs of gold tobring us to the front 
without any extra exertion 
on our 


part. 
Doubtless there has been too 


much of this spirit manifested. 
The 


result has been disappointing, 
as it 


always willbe under like conditions. 
We" have moved 
along at the old 


gait, content if the decline 
of the 


mining industry at one point was 
offset by the rise of the industry 
at 


another 
point. 
Hence, 
we have 


simply remained 
stationary. 
The 


population is no larger 
to-day 
than 
it was ten years ago. 
Our resources 


are as undeveloped as they were two 
decades back.

VieRocco and Gus Laverone 
came 


down from Silver Lake Monday. They 
reached Jackson 
about noon, having 


leftHam's station that morning. They 
brought down 156 dozen of trout, se- 
curely packed in ice in boxes. 
They 


were away about 
three 
weeks, 
and 


were tolerably successful 
in fishing, 


after they got fairly started 
with the 


sport. 
The entire catch was made by 


the two fishermen. Itis usual to get 
the Indians to assist in corraling these 
choice denizens of the lake, but this 
year theIndians failed to show up, or 
at least to manifest any interest in fish- 
ing-. 
The load reached Jackson just as 
Itleft the lake, without being unpack- 
ed en route. 
The boys had lots of 


trout to give away to their friends. In 
return for their consideration in hunt- 
ing for the benefit of their friends, the 
beneficiaries 
were permitted to donate 


toward defraying the expenses 
of the 


expedition. The fishermen wereanxious 
to comply with the letter of the law. 
Now ithappens that there is an ordin- 
ance ofAmador county which declares 
it to be a misdemeanor 
to sell any kind, 


quality or size of trout, in Amador 
county. Itmakes nodifference whether 
the fish have been caught inthe waters 
of Amador county or not. 
There is no 


objection to catching all the trout you 
can withrod and line. It is not the 
catching, but the selling or offering to 
sell that is made the crime. 
To comply 


withthis detectable statute of the law- 
makers of Amador county, the trout 
fisher, or any. other fisher for that 
matter, 
must either let his surplus 
catch rot on his hands or give the same 
away. 
Of course 
the law is a dead 
letter. 
There 
never has been, and 
never willbe a successful 
prosecution 
under it. Itis absurd on its face, and 
carries its own condemnation. 
But 
still it cumbers 
the ordinance book, 


and hence 
the fishermen 
adopt the 
mutual give-and-take plan to evade its 
provisions.

T h e initial trip of th e tractio n engine 
was m ade over th e lone road to th e 
O neida mine last M onday.

Attempted Suicide in County Ja il. 


“ Ja k ie ” H arris, a well know n c h a r­ 
acter of S u tte r C reek, attem p ted to 
com m it suicide in th e county jail last 
Monday night. 
From under sheriff 
Jackson we learned th a t H arris ap ­ 
peared a t th e jail about 6 p. m., and 
said th a t “ he w anted to give him self 
up as he was in tro u b le .” 
Jackson 
soon ascertained th a t it was a bad case 
of “ jim jam s, ” and locked him up for 
safe keeping. 
A bout an h our a fte r­ 
wards one of th e prisoners heard un­ 
usual sounds in H a rris’ cell and notified 
Jackson, who upon investigation found 
th a t H arris had inflicted a deep cu t in 
his th ro a t w ith th e broken p a rt of a 
spoon. 
T his instrum ent was not suc­ 
cessful, o r too slow to do th e job, so he 
discarded th e spoon and was using an 
iron poker when discovered. 
H e was 
a ghastly looking sight, and it is quite 
likely he would have finished him self 
had he not been discovered. 
D r. 
E ndicott was called and sowed up th e 
wound, ‘ and H arris was placed in a 
straig h t-jack et for th e balance of the 
night. 
He is now im proving, and is 
expected to soon recover from 
his 
horrible experience. 
Y esterday afternoon he was exam ­ 
ined by Drs. E ndicott and G all on a 
charge of insanity, and com m itted to 
th e Stockton Asylum .

Davis bid it in for th e lienholders for 
$4183.20, th e am ount of th e judgm ents 
and costs.

can w ith rod and line. 
I t is no t th e 
catching, b u t th e selling or offering to 
sell th a t is m ade th e crim e. 
To comply 
with th is detectable statu te of th e law ­ 
m akers of A m ador county, th e tro u t 
fisher, o r any o th er fisher for th a t 
m atter, 
m ust eith er let his surplus 
catch ro t on h is hands or give th e sam e 
aw ay. 
Of course th e law is a dead 
letter. 
T h ere never has been, and 
never will be a successful prosecution 
under it. 
I t is absurd on its face, and 
carries its ow n condem nation. 
B ut 
still it cum bers th e ordinance book, 
and hence th e fisherm en adopt the 
m utual give-and-take plan to evade its 
provisions.
